DEATH BNDS BABIES’ PLAY 


BOY LIGHTS CANDLE AND SISTER'S 
‘DRESS CATCHES FIRE. 


Little Nicholas schlack Imitates His 
Father by Igniting the Taper in the 
Furnace Fire, and the Girl, in Reach- 
ing for It, Communicates Flames to 
Her Dress—Mother Makes Heroic At- 


_ tempt at Rescue, but Faile—Brother | 


and Woman Grief-Stricken. 


Two toddling babies, brother and sister, 
“played house in the basement of their 
father’s residence on Saturday afternoon, 
and the brother, the elder of the two, touched 
a candle to the furnace fire, as he had seen 
his father do. He held the lighted taper 
aloft, as if to light the basement where they 
were playing, and the little girl reached for 
it. The taper fell, catching on the sleeve of 
the baby’s dress. In an instant the flimsy 
garment was on fire, and yesterday the 
child died. 

The babies, Nicholas and Dorothy Schlack, 
were the children of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Schlack, who live at 6904 Cregier avenue. The 
boy was 3% years old and the girl was a 
year younger. The mother often allowed 
them to play in the basement, having cau- 
tioned them not to go near the fire. 

She was in the kitchen when little Nicholas_ 
came running up the stairs. 

Mamma, Dorothy’s aflre!“ cried the boy. 

Mrs. Schlack ran as fast as she could to 
the “ play-house,”’ and there found the girl 
wrapped in flames. Heedless of herself, the 
mother attempted to smother the fire with 
her hands, then, failing, grabbed up a piece 
of carpet, in which she wrapped the suffer- 
ing infant. She succeeded in putting out the 
fire, but the baby only lived a few minutes. 

The boy, betweeen sobs, explained that he 
and his sister were playing near the fur- 
nace, when he climbed up and took the candle 
from the top of the furnace, and lighted it 
by holding it over the fire inside the heater, 
just as he had seen his father do. Then his 
sister reached for the taper, saying: 

„O, Nick, let me play papa, too.“ 

Then the candle fell, and the boy is unable 
to recall what happened till the doctor told 
him his sister would die. 

It was not until after the girl's burns had 
been dressed by a physician that Mrs. 
Schlack discovered that she had been se- 


verely burned. In attempting to smother 


the flames her hands had been so burned 
that she will not be able to use them for 


several days. 
The mother is nearly prostrated with grief, 


and the boy, although he is not blamed by 
his parents, cannot check his tears. 


BUYING MACHINERY FOR JAVA. 


A. A. Wettich, Representing Island 
Sugar Growers, Staying at the 
Auditorium Annex. 


A. A. Wettich, representing the Maat- 
schappy tot voortzetting der zaken Van 
der Linde & Tevos, sugar growers of Semar- 
ang and Soerabaya, in the Island of Java, is 
at the Auditorium Annex. He came to this 
country to purchase American machinery. 
Soerabaya is the second largest city in Java, 
and the company which Mr. Wettich repre- 
sents is capitalized at $400,000. 

“American machinery is largely used 
throughout the Island of Java,“ said Mr. 
Wettich, both because of its superiority 
and its comparative cheapness, Germany is 
the only competitor in the field, and America 
‘is gaining ground. 

None but American manufactured plows 
find a market. Of course, coolie labor is 
vastly cheaper than the American plow, but 
the perfeet cultivation secured from the use 
of the plow compensates for the additional 
cost, Small machinery, such as lathes, 
steam pumps, etc., in the Island of Java all 
bear the American stamp.” 


SOFT COAL TO BE HIGHER. 


Short Supply and Unprecedented De- 
mand Expected by Dealers to 
Cause Advance.

TEACH TILL MINDS WAVER 


ASYLUM FIGURES SHOW STRAIN 
OF SCHOOL WORK. 


Statements of German Scientist Lead 
to Inquiry in Illinois, and Bigin Re- 
port Shows That Local Educators 
Have Big Representation in the 
Refuge—Specialists Surprised, but 
Admit That Strain of Duties Causes 
Nervous Disorders. 

* 


According to the statistics of the State 
Hospital for the Insane at Elgin, contained 
in the last biennial report, one person in 
every sixty-six admitted during the last two 
years has been a school teacher. In that 
| period 660 persons were received at the asy- 
lum, ten of them being women teachers. 
At the Kankakee institution 1,061 persons 
were admitted during the last two years. 
Of these eighty-three were accredited: to 
the professions, no division being made for 
teachers. Dr. Howard Corbus, one of the 
attending physicians, however, stated that 
the asylum at present contains perhaps ten 
teachers. 
Superintendent Lang was unable to tell 
how many insane teachers are being cared 
for in the Dunning institution because he has 
no record of the occupation of his patients. 
He said, however, that probably there were 
several teachers among the 1,547 persons in 
the asylum. 


German Inspires an Inquiry. 

The inquiry into the number of teachers 
in the State asylums was caused by a state- 
ment made by Professor Zimmer of Berlin, 
who said in a report of investigations in Aus- 
tria, Switzerland, Russia, and Germany he 
had discovered that in every eighty-five fe- 
male patients one was a school teacher. 
While believing that Professor Zimmer had 
erred or that conditions were different in the 
schools in the countries mentioned, Chicago 
specialists were surprised at the record of 
admissions to the Elgin institution. 

J cannot believe that American teachers 
are afflicted with insanity more than any 
other profession of a similar character,“ 
said Dr. Harold N. Moyer. There is noth- 
ing unusual in the occupation to make them 
crazy. During three years at one of the 
asylums I reached the conclusion that there 
is less insanity among intellectual than 
manual workers. Farmers’ wives furnish 
the largest percentage of mental disorders, 
according to the statistics. However, there 
are many teachers who suffer from mental 
diseases who are treated by private physi- 
cians or in private sanitariums. They are 
afflicted with nervous prostration, caused by 
the duties attendant upon their positions. 
What they require most is fresh air and out- 
door exercise.“ 


Seek the Sanitariums. 


There are scores of teachers being treated 
for nervous prostration in private sani- 
tarlums, said Dr. Howard Corbus of the 
Kankakee Hospital for the Insane, but we 
do not receive many here as patients. Ac- 
cording to our biennial report, 1,061 persons 
were received in the last two years, of which 
number eighty-three are accredited to the 
professions. We have at present about ter 
teachers in our care. This number does not 
indicate a preponderance in the number of 
teachers. I do not believe the normal aver- 
age will exceed that of any other profession 
surrounded by similar conditions.“ 

Superintendent E. G, Cooley said every pro- 
fession had its effects upon the person who 
followed it, but he was not of the opinion

Old Customs. Preserved. 

“The Onondaga and the Seneca tribes 
which I visited are primitive and have. pre- 
served their old customs much better than 
the Oneida Indians, which are close by. The 
collection of material which I have includes 
much which was in use in the tribes hun- 


peach stone game, a ceremonial with the. 
Indians, have been secured, as well as those 
used in the game of dice, women’s football, 
and the javelin game, which are old amuse- 


ments. 

„ The Indian muéic which I have secured 
never has been written, and for years has 
been passed down orally among the people. 
1 got phonographic records of some, and I 
committed others to memory, and intend te 
sing them before Professor C. W. Seidena- 
del, who will write it out and make a study 
of it. I also succeeded in getting stories, 
legends, and mystical symbols of this clan 
and tribe. Almost all of the material is new 
to anthropologists, and its value is great.“

A committee representing the various Eng- 
lish and Scottish societies of Chicago will 
call on State’s Attorney Deneen today and 
offer him assistance in the prosecution of the 
case against Dennis McCarthy for the kill- 
ing of Benjamin Atkins in West Van Buren 
street last May.

REPORT ON STEEL AND IRON. 


Industrial Commission Shows Cost and 
Selling Prices of Rails, Billets, 
and Pigs for Decade. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—The Industrial 
commission today issued a special report on 
an investigation conducted by the commission 
regarding the cost and selling prices of iron 
and steel products from 1890 to 1901. 

The statement shows that in 1890 the cost 
of steel rails ranged from $25.98 to $34.52; in 
1891, from $24.15 to $25.68; in 1892, from 
$22.65 to $24.82; in 1898, fro 
in 1894, from 17.79 to $21 0 
$16.68 to $25.47; in 1806, from $17.72 to $20.60; 
in 1897, from $15.91 to $17.62; in 1806, from 
$16.67 to $17.81; in 1890, from $18.11 in January 
to $35.62 in December; in 1900, from $386.12 in 
r in October; in 1901, from 


According to the showing made there was 
a margin in the selling price over the cost 
price for every year from 1890 up to July 
of 1898. Losses are claimed on steel billets 
for most of the year 1900 and for the first 
four months of 1901. 

Losses are recorded for the last three 
months of 1900 on pig iron. The lowest cost 
of production for pig iron was recorded in 
1894, when it was $8.65 per ton. In 1900 the 
cost of pig iron was $15.85.

„Beyond question there have been steady 
improvements in the methods of manufac- 
ture, tending to reduce the cost of labor and 
incidentals per unit of product. On the 
other hand, the advance of wages from 1800 
to 1901 may in part have offset the reduction 
through such improvements. 

The variation in prices is commented upon 


most conspicuous fact 
shown in the diagrams is the rapid and wide 
variations in the prices of all three of the 
products compared, and most of all in the 
prices of pig iron. 

The most noticeable movement 
during 1899, when the price of pig iron rose 
from 810 to $25 and the price of rails from 
$17 to $35. Almost equally sudden, however, 
was the decline in the prices of these prod- 
ucts, especially billets and pig iron, during 
the latter part of 1900. 
has been a recovery, which leaves the prices 
of all three products considerably higher 
than for the years 1890 to 1898. 

A noteworthy feature regarding steel 
‘rails is the fact that the selling prices for 
considerable periods of time throughout the 
decade have been held uniform. This uni- 
formity in prices is doubtless due to the ex- 
istence of pools from time to time among 
the manufacturers, and the sudden changes 
following the periods of uniformity are prob- 
ably explicable not so much by great changes 
in demand at the precise date of the change 
in price as by the breaking of pools.”

Hill in Power in New York. 


Croker’s defeat in New York City has 
been so complete as to put Hill in a posi- 
tion to graap the reins of power, and a move- 
ment is already on foot there to reorganize 
the Democracy on the basis of avowed and 
open antagonism to Tammany Hall. 

In Maryland the chances are entirely 
favoreble to control of the Legislature by the 
Democrats. The Republicans are talking 
of fraud, but the Democrats have the re- 
turns in all probability. This victory comes 
in even better time for Gorman than for 
Hill, for a Senatorial vacancy in Maryland 
is already in sight, and it is Gorman’s old seat, 
from which he was ousted by Wellington, the 
political accident who has deserted the Re- 
publicans and who by no possibility could 
be renominated by either party. 


Gorman as a Manager. 
Senator Gorman’s ability as a political 
manager is recognized by men in both par- 
ties the country over. He has been in pub- 
lic Ute practically all the time since he en- 


ary from the government, and in doing 
had accumulated a comfortable sort of 
a fortune. He began as a page in the Senate 


and wound up as a Senator. 


There is scarcely to be found in the United 
States a more astute politician than Ar- 


act won for him the bitter personal enmity 
of Grover Cleveland. 

Under ordinary circumstances Gorman 
would have been a gold Democrat. He never 
believed in the silver craze at all, but after 
Bryan was nominated Gorman accepted the 
inevitable and declared that he was a good 
enough party man to fight for the platform 


and for the candidate, although personally 


he believed in neither. Had Gorman’s advice 
been followed, Bryan would never have made 
his foolish trip to New York, but would 
have remained in the middle West, where, if 
anywhere, his personal influence actually 
made votes. Gorman will, therefore, come 
back to the United States Senate, having 
about him all the odor of regularity, and his 
friends declare that in this respect he stands 
today easily as at the head of the party, and 
that he is the natural candidate for the Pres- 


idency. He would, they say, have the confi- 


dence of the business community more than 
any recognized Democratic leader save and 
except David B. Hill. 


Politicians Favor Gorman. 

Among the politicians Gorman is a favorite. 
He has a charming personality and is so 
much of a practical politician that the de- 
partments in Washington are still filled with 
the men he placed in office prior to the ex- 
tension of the civil service act. 

As a mere politician he is absolutely un- 
scrupulous and would connive at the most 
disreputable political methods, but as a man 
his character is above reproach, and when 
he left the Senate, after having been beaten 
by the refusal of Maryland to accept the 
silver issue, he carried with him the warm 
personal regard of every one of the oldest 


and most famous of the Republican Senators. 


Gorman’s personality is an impressive one 
with those who meet and know him per- 
sonally, but he lacks the elements which are 
necessary to make him a popular hero. He 
is not an orator, although he makes an ex- 
cellent speech, and he could never conduct.a 
personal whirlwind campaign. 

Gorman is a great political general. He 
is an organizer and a profound schemer, but 
he is not an all-round campaigner, and has 
but few of the tricks of the orator. Gorman 
always made a good speech in the Senate be- 
cause he dealt in facts. He isa popular after- 
dinner talker, but in public his speeches are 
mechanical and almost wholly lacking in real 
enthusiasm. 

Gorman’s advantage in the political race, 
according to the prophets, is the fact that 
he will come back to the Senate in 1903, just 
in time to get the benefit of his reéntrance 
Into politics for its effect on the campaign 
in 1904. He will have but Uttle time in the 
Senate to do anything spectacular, because 
he will not actually take his seat until De- 
cember, 1903, whereas the election of dele- 
gates- will begin within a few monthe after 
that time. 

Gorman’s friends are claiming for him 
that he comes from a border State, and 
that, therefore, he would unite North and 
South, while his admittedly splendid polit- 
ical capacity will, they say, make him the 
most available candidate around whom the 
reorganized Democracy can gather. 


Masses Prefer Hill.

Gorman the great mas of the Democrats 
here, and particularly those in subordinate 
positions in the party, turn naturally to- 
ward David B. Hill.

Pit WEBB AGAINST GAHAN 


CITY HALL LEADERS WANT HIM 
FOR CHAIRMAN. 


Plans Made Whereby the Drainage 
Trustee Is to Lead the County Com- 
mittee Ticket in an Effort to Defeat 
the Tildenites — If Harmony Is 
Brought About, Which Dees Not 
Seem Likely, Mayor Harrison May 
Take the Place. 


It practically was decided yesterday that 
Thomas J. Webb, the drainage trustee, 
should be the candidate of the City Hall fac- 
tion for chairman of the Democratic County 
committee at the annual election next 
month. It is expected that Thomas Gehan 
will be the candidate of the opposition to 
succeed himself. 

It is seid that this program may be changed 
and Mayor Harrison substituted for Webb, 
but a change is not likely unless the Tilden 
Democracy abandons its fight for control of 
the committee, and there does not seem to 
be much indication of such an outcome. 

The suggestion that the Mayor be named as 
the new chairman of the Democratic com- 
mittee came from City Clerk Loeffler at the 
time he was endeavoring to act as the peace- 
maker for the party after it had generally 
been supposed that Robert E. Burke was 
getting ready to retire from politics. Loeffler 
put Mayor Harrison forward as a compro- 
mise candidate on whom both factions could 
unite, with the understanding that Burke 
abandon his office of secretary and some 
man not objectionable to the other side be 
named in his place. 

Since then the situation has changed. Not 
only did the meeting of the Carter H. Harri- 
son league last Friday evening demonstrate 
that Burke still is recognized as the leader 
of the City Hall element, but the Tildenites 
are insisting on the right of Thomas Gahan 
to succeed himself, and declare they will 
make a fight for him, even if the Mayor is 
the opposition candidate. 

It manifestly would be undignified for the 
Mayor to enter into a scramble for the chair- 
manship of the committee, as it would iden- 
tify him too closely with one faction of the 
party, and set him too strongly at logger- 
heads with the other, and so the word has 
gone out that the only way in which he can 
accept the position is by practically a unan- 
imous vote. Such a vote is not in sight just 
now, and so Trustee Webb has been put for- 
ward as the City Hall candidate. 

If present conditions continue, the elec- 
tion is likely to be a lively affair. Suppos- 
edly, there are only seventy members of the 


committee proper from the city, with a rep- 


resentation from the country towns. Of late 


years men have been added to the committee 
in a Raphazard fashion, while many of the 


country town men have been cut out. 

When the election is called an interesting 
point may ‘develop. Robert E. Burke, as 
secretary, will call the roll, but Thomas 
Gahan is the chairman and will be the presid- 
ing officer of the committee. Gahan is not 
in the habit of losing any of his rights by 
not asserting them, and a difference of opin- 
ion between him and Burke as to who ig en- 
titled and who is not entitled to vote likely 
will arise. Then there may be trouble. 

The City Hall faction figures that it has a 
clear majority of the committee, according 


to the roll as at present made out. The Tii-

SHE KILLED OTHERS 


BODIES OF MR. AND MRS. A. P. 
DAVIS TO BE EXHUMED. 


Two Patients Who Died Under Care of 
Miss Jane Toppan to Be Examined 
for Traces of Poison—Circumstances 
Under Which Aged Couple Died 
Arouse Suspicion in Light of Recent 
Indictments — Expert Chemists te 
Conduct Autopsies in Both Cases. 


New Bedford, Mass., Nov. 10.—[{Spectal.]— 
The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Alf P. Davis, 
parents of Mrs. A. G. Gordon and Mrs. M. E. 
Gibbs, all of whom were attended by Miss 
Jane Toppan, the nurse accused of murder, 
will be exhumed at Cataumet on Tuesday. 
Autopsies will be performed by Medical Ex- 
aminer Faunce of Sandwich to determine the 
cause of their deaths. He performed the 
autopsies on Mrs. Gordon and Mrs. Gibbs. 

The decision to hold the autopsies on the 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Davis has been 
reached by District Attorney Holmes as the 
result of the inquests on the deaths of the 
two daughters. 


Husband Soon Follows Wife. 


Mrs. Davis died in Cambridge on July 4 
and was buried in the Cataumet Cemetery. 
Mr. Davis died in Cataumet on Aug. 4 and 
was buried beside his wife. 

The search will be for evidences of the 
same poisons, which, it is asserted, was 
found in the bodies of Mrs. Gibbs and Mrs. 
Gordon. Mrs. Davis was supposed to have 
died of diabetes and Mr. Davis of cerebral 
apoplexy. 

It is said that Mr. Davie was taken with 
a slight illness, and it is alleged Miss Toppan, 
the nurse, prescribed for him and admin- 
istered a drink, and instead of recovering 
he almost instantly collapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, from which he did not rally, and 
death ensued within twenty-four hours. 

It was asserted that Mr. Davis when ill 
lay on the same couch upon which Mrs. 
Gibbs was stricken seriously ill, and that 
both expired in the bed Miss Toppan used. 
This upsets the claim that paris green was 
found on the bed clothes in Mrs. Gibbs’ own 
room after her death. 

Mary Silva, who was the cook in the Davis 
household for more than fifteen years, is a 
witness whom the prosecution expects will 
aid them materially in connecting Miss Top- 

with the deaths.in the Davis family. 
She left Cataumet just after Mr. Davis’ 
death and the fires in the Jachin cottage. 
She gave as her reasons for leaving that she 
was afraid that if she staid any longer she 


would be burned up. Since then she has 


been staying at the home of friends in an ad- 
joining State.

NEW STAR SHOWS RAPID MOTION 


Lick Observatory Issues Bulletin Re- 
garding Phenomenon Witnessed in 
Constellation Perseus. . 


San José, Cal., Nov. 10.—-W. W. Campbell 
of the Lick Observatory has issued a bulletin 
regarding a recent and somewhat important 
discovery made by Professor Perrine, an 
attaché of the observatory on Mount Hamil- 
ton, in reference to the new star in the con- 
stellation Perseus. 

This star appeared suddenly and unex- 

ctedly last February, having been dis- 
covered by Anderson in Edinburg. In some 
four days its brightness increased from in- 
visibility in ordinary telescopes until it be- 
came the brightest star in the Northern sky. 

The star’s atmosphere was violently dis- 
turbed, as shown by a study of its spectrum, 
in the spring months and since June at least; 
the spectroscope has shown that it is now a 
nebula, though retaining to the eye and in the 
telescope the point-like form of an ordinary 


star.

Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 10.—That the body 
sent here from Jeffersonville, Ind., as that of 
Newell C. Rathbun of thie city, United 
States recruiting officer here, who was re- 
ported to have died in a Jeffersonville hotel 
a few days ago, is not the body of Rathbun, 
was a claim made here today by Sam M. 
Powell, State manager of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company. The body was to 
have been buried in Oakland Cemetery this 
afternoon. 

In his statement the insurance official is 
supported by Dr. C. Jennings, the com- 
pany’s examining physician; B. P. Sisk, who 
placed one-half of the life insurance on 
Rathbun; and by Mrs. J. C. Watkins of the 
Grand Central Hotel, with whom Rathbun 
boarded up to the time.of his marriage a 
short time ago, and by others. 

Mr. Powell told the undertaker to post- 
pone the funeral until Monday afternoon, 
and this afternoon placed information of 
his alleged discovery in possession of Sheriff 
Schaders. 

Mr. Powell made the following statement: 
“ This Rathbun case is so unusual from my 
first connection with it that I shall be sur- 
prised at nothing that may develop in re- 
gard to if. 

In first place Newell Rathbun volun- 
tarily called at my office and asked for $2,000 
ordinary Ute insurance. This, while it some- 
times occurs, is unusual, but he struck me 
as a fine risk, and my questions developed 
that he was the United States army reeruit- 
ing officer of this city and was soon to be 
married. I had him examined by he com- 
pany’s physician, Dr. C. Jennings, and he 
passed all right. 

“A few days later he called again at my 
office, but I was absent, and my office man, 
B. P. Sisk, wrote him $2,000 additional. 
When I heard of his sudden death at Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., I was more than astonished. 
He was too healthy, according to my mind, 
to drop off in that way, and I thought it 
might be a case of suicide and determined 
to have an autopsy. This morning in com- 
pany with Dr. Jennings I went to 1119 West 
Third street, where the remains were, to 
make the request of his wife and have the 
autopsy over before the hour of the funeral.“ 
Mr. Powell sald that several persons who 
knew Rathbun well were present, and when 
the remains were exposed to view it was the 
general-opinion that the body was not that 
of Rathbun. | 

Jeffersonville, Ind., Nov. 10.—Two men, 
who registered as William Ten Eyke of 
Watertown, N. X., and Newell C. Rathbun, 
registered at the Falls City Hotel here last 
Wednesday.

At least that is how 
it is defined in England, where Referee Angle 
of the Nattonal Sporting club disqualifies for 
holding. Of course, I do not expect Corbett

FRANCHISE MAY GO TO ANGUS. 


Ban Johnson Explains Baseball Situa- 
tion at Detroit—Books Indicate 
Shortage of Least $10,000. 


President Ban Johnson of the American 
league returned yesterday from Detroit, 
where he has been trying to settle the com- 
plicated ownership of the Detroit club. 

As the situation now stands S. F. Angus, a 
wealthy man of that city and a baseball 
crank, holds nearly all the stock, which he 
bought in when it was advertised for sale 
to satisfy notes held by the Penineula Bank, 
which had advanced money to the club on the 
stock as collateral. Angus stands ready to 
back the club himself and buy out Jim 
Burns’ interest, but wants full control, which 
would mean the retirement of Burns. Stall- 
ings is slated to go in any event. 

On the other hand, Angus refuses to take 
advantage of Burns’ present difficulties and 
says he will return the stock for the amount 
of money advanced, which is in the neigh- 
borhood of $16,000. Angus’ investment, if he 
assumes control, will be about $30,000. The 
club has made money for the last two years, 
according to President Johnson, who says 
the returns made to him for the league’s 10 
per cent reserve fund indicate a $10,000 
shortage in the club’s accounts, which is not 
explained on the books. By the same figur- 
ing the profits should have been tween 
$16,000 and $18,000. No account at all is 
shown of the grand stand receipts, and there

Western Teams Impossible of 
Classifleation on Form They | 
‘Showed Saturday. 


STAGG FEELS CONFIDENT. 


Three more complete surprises were added 
to the season’s football history Saturday. 
Every one except Coach Stagg and his ma- 
roons expected a decisive victory for North- 
western over Chicago. No one predjcted a 
defeat for Iowa at the hands of IMinois after 
the orange and blue had been lowered by 
Northwestern, and that Columbia’s pride 
should be so completely humbled by a team 
so far outside the inner circle as Syracuse 
was not even thought of. 

Aside from these reversals things went 
about as expected.. Michigan could perhaps 
have defeated Ohio State by a larger score 
than 21 -points if Coach Yost had sent his 
men in as hard in the second half as in the 
first. It is quite likely he did not care to 
take any chances of injuring any of his stars 
or producing any feeling of overconfidence 
for the succeeding games. 

Harvard made a little larger score against 
Pennsylvania than the red and blue expected, 
but it was known that Coach Woodruff's 
eleven was the weakest he has had in years, 
and the result just about bore out the indi- 
cations from a comparison of the Columbia- 
Pennsylvania and the Ha dia 


games. 
Minnesota Scrubs Strong. 

Minnesota with its scrub team held the 
University of North Dakota safely and 
acored enough points to win, but%t would 
look small for the Gopher varsity. Wiscon- 
sin was due to bury Ames under at least 
forty-five. points, and Yale had nothing to 
trouble it in the Orange Athletic club, in 
spite of its veteran professionals. Prince- 
ton’s tie with the West-Pointers is another 
feather in the caps of the soldiers, but it 
was not unforeseen. While the result was 
the same in effect as in the Yale-West Point 
game—a tie—the fact that the cadets crossed 
Princeton’s goal line while they were com- 
pelled to kick a goal from the field to score 
against Yale indicates a shade in favor of 
the blue for next Saturday's game with 

on. 

Illinois regained a lot of the laurels lost 
in the Northwestern game, and incidentally 
knocked Iowa out of the running completely 
by rolling up twenty-seven points on Satur- 
day. A victory for the Hawkeyes by a siz- 
able score was conceded. The loss of Captain 
Williams was disheartening to Iowa, but the 
team played without him against Minnesota 
and held the Gophers down to a much lower 
figure. And there are other teams which 
played without their Captains on Saturday 
and played pluckily. IIIinois' victory, com- 
pared with the Iowa-Minnesota score, makes 
the Gopher giants look less formidable than 
their size has made them all season, and Wis- 
consin’s chances next Saturday are propor- 
tionately brighter. - 


Western Form in Bad Tangle. 

The football situation in the West is getting 
hopelessly tangled with all the form reversals 
that have been shown, and no statistician 
can ever untangle it sufficiently to rate the 
teams according to their relative merits. 
The refusal of the Michigan authorities to 
sanction any movement toward a post-season 
game with either Wisconsin or Minnesota 
makes it certain that there will be no clearing 
of the atmosphere and no championship ” 
claims that cannot be well disputed unless 
the unexpected should happen again, and the 
question should be settled through the 
medium of the Chicago-Michigan and Chi- 
cago-Wisconsin contests. 

In the East there is better prospect of 
reaching definite results. Pennsylvania is 
not a contending factor this year as hereto- 
fore, and Columbia has lost its,prestige at 
the hands of smaller fry through overconfi- 
dence or something worse. This leaves Har- 
vard, Yale, and Princeton to settle it among 
themselves, and the indications are that they 
will rank in about the order named when the 
final game is played. 


Standing of Players at Issue. 

Worse than the “ championship tangles 
of both sections, however, are the troubles 
that are arising over disputed players. In 
the West there is a hot time on between Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin, which may eventually 
bring about an estrangement. The case of 
Mueller, the giant guard of Minnesota, and 


his loss to the Gophers, caused a lot of threats 


to be made—unofficial, to be sure—about pro- 

Wisconsin players against whom it 
was claimed there was more damaging evi- 
dence than against Mueller. The authorities 
of both .universities are denying reports of 
friction, but it is certain the football man- 
agers and students do not agree with the 
taculty members on the matter. 

Yale seems likely to lose Glass, the crack 
guard, for both the Princeton and the Har- 
vard games. The Yale faculty is to reach a 
decision today or tomorrow and upon jt 
rests much of Yale’s hope for supremacy in 
the East. The fact that coaches and man- 
agors of the big teams are trying to work in 
ineligible players and those who have vio- 
lated the amateur laws is a bad sign and 
proves the necessity for a thorough house- 
cleaning as proposed by Coach Stagg. The 
line should be drawn shaprly or not at all, 
and should be enforced impartially. 


. Maroons Show Effect of Drill. 

The strong defensive game which the Uni- 
versity of Chicago team played against 
Northwestern has given Coach Stagg and his 
pupils new hope for the contest on the grid- 
iron with Michigan next Saturday. The 
maroon coach declared last night that the 
defensive game which the Chicago team put 
up placed it in the class with the best in the 
middle West, and that with Horton back in 
the team next Saturday the offensive play 
ought to stand out to much greater advan- 
tage. Coach Stagg has no expectation of 
seeing Captain Sheldon in the Michigan 
game, but says that he will probably play his 
old position against Wisconsin on Thanks- 
giving. 

Our team is simply faced with the prob- 
lem of playing without our Captain. There 
is really no hope of his playing next Satur- 
day, but I do not think he is out of the game 
for the season, and I am quite confident that 
he will line up against Wisconsin. 


Will Continue Hard Practice.

RESIGNS PASTORATE HE HAS 
HELD FOR TWENTY YEARS. 


First Baptist Church Congregation Re- 
sretfully Hears the Announcement 
of Withdrawal of the Man Who Has 
Served So Long as Clergyman—Goes 
te Brooklyn, Where He Will Preach 
His First Sermon en the First Sun- 
day in the New Year. pro | 


Dr. Poindexter 8. Henson yesterday read 
his resignation as pastor of the First Baptis« 
Church from the pulpit he has occupied for 
almost twenty years. The announcement of 
withdrawal came immediately after admin- 
istering the baptism at the services in the 
forenoon. Then, as tears dimmed the eyes 
of many members of his congregation, hc 
pronounced the benediction. 1 

The resignation is to take effect on Dev. 
81, and Dr. Henson will preach his first ser- 
mon as — Hanson Place Baptist 
Church of yn on the first Sunday in 
the new year. 

Before the morning services a committee 
of the trustees waited on Dr. Henson in be- 
half of the officers of the First Baptist 
Church to protest against his announced de- 
termination to accept the call to the Eastern 
charge. The committee went away disep- 
pointed, however, as Dr. Henson 
that his mind was made up. 


Reads His Resignation. 

The subject of Dr. Henson's sermon was 
„God's Masterpiece.“ At the close of the 
sermon he administered the baptism, then. 
stepping close to his pulpit, read his resigna- 
tion, as follows: 

Dear Brethren and Sisters of the First 
Baptist Church: Nearly twenty years ago I 
came to you, having been summoned by you 
from a church in Philadelphia which was 
very dear to me—so dear to me that it well- 
nigh broke my heart to sever the ties that 
bound me to it. I came to you because 1 
felt that it was not your voice alone, but 
the voice of God, that called me to Chicago. 

“The abundant blessings that have come 
to us in our mutual love and service during 
this long stretch of years gives me assur- 
ance that I did not misinterpret God's will 
when I came to you. Believing,.as I do, in 
the old gospel, the everlasting gospel, the 
gospel for this time and for ull time, I have 
tried to preach it with all the ability that 
God gave me, and the results have shown

The number of 
Italian children brought into the Juvenile 
Court is altogether out of proportion to the 
Italian population in Chicago, and thus fan

What we need is a corps of tent 
probation officers who can speak the Italian 
language, he said. It is the duty of promi- 
nent Italians in Chicago to affiliate with the 
Juvenile Court and charitable organizations 
in reaching this result, For an inconsidera- 
ble sum such officers could be provided, and 
the results would be far reaching. The North

D. B. HILL WRITES ON NEEDED NA- 
‘TIONAL LAWS. 


Former Senator from New York De- 
clares That the United States Is Un- 


der No Obligation to the Alien Who. 


Refuses to Profess Allegiance to the 
Government and Who Only Comes to 
Tear Down the Pillars of Society— 
Warns Against Hasty Legislation. 


David B. Hill in an article in Leslie’s 
Weekly of Oct. 12, 1901, states his view of 
the reasons which in 1894 prevented the 
passage of the bill against Amarchist« 
Wich was adopted at that time by the 
Senate but failed in conference between the 
two Houses. He says: 

The word Anarchist is sufficiently = 
fined by every dictionary in the land. It 
means A person Who Is opposed to any gov- 
ernmert whatsoever. Mere opposition by 


a person to monarchical government or some 


particular form of government does not 
render tuat person an Anarchist, but the 


opposition must be to every form of gov- 


ernment. It is an elementary principle per- 
taining to the judicial construction of stat- 
utes that words not defined in a statute 
itself. must be construed according to their 
usual and ordinary signification; and here 
nobody's rights could be injured by an omis- 
sion to define what’ was meant by the word 
anarchist. 

“It was urged in the debate in Congress 
that the measure was too drastic. As t 
was aimed against persons who justify mur- 
der, assassination, riot, and bloodshed, its 
provisions must necessarily be drastic in 
order to be cifectual. Extraordinary crimes 
demand extraordinary remedies. 

Society Must Protect Itseit. 

“It is a self-evident proposition that so- 
ciety has an inherent right to adequately 
protect itself. I assert that the provisions 
of the Senate bill were safe and conservative, 
as well as essential to the safety of the Amer- 


ican people. It was not proposed to make 


the mere belief in anarchy, unaccompanied 
by overt acts, a crime. It was proposed to 
prevent believers in anarchy from hereafter 
coming here, and to remove those who had 
already been unwisely admitted. The bill 
was aimed only against alien Anarchists, 
and the right of this government to determine 
for itself what aliens may enter our shores 
and what aliens may remain here is beyond 


question. 


“The prevention of an alien Anarchist 


from landing, or the deportation of an alien 


Anarchist to the country from whence he 
came, does not constitute punishment ofa 
‘crime;’ but it is the enforcement of a gov- 


ernmental policy which any government has 
an undoubted right to adopt. Hence, the or- 


dinary. rules provided by our constitution 


and laws for the protection of persons ac- 
cused of ‘crime’ have no application what- 


ever to such cases. 
Rights of Aliens. 

“he prerogative of an alien to come to 
this country or to remain here unnaturalized 
is not an absolute or constitutional right, 
but it is a mere privilege extended by the 


courtesy of our laws, and may be revoked 


at any time. We are under no special ob- 
ligation to any class of people who propose 
to come to us or to remain with us, but who 
refuse to become citizens, and who profess 


no allegiance to our government. They be- 


come a menace to our free institutions; 
they cannot be compelled to fight for us in 
time war; they contribute nothing direct- 
ly toward the expenses of our national gov- 
ernment, and generally pay no local taxes 
whatever; they are with us but not of us; 


they are here to tear down the pillars of so- 


city, and cannot bulld up anything except 
their own crude and offensive.theories. The 
tailure of this government he etofore to 
specially legislate against them is almost 
incomprehensible. 7 

“ The proposed legislation in 1894 was in the 
right direction. The truth is that 
those who saw dangers in the future and 
sought to prevent them were not cordially 
seconded in their efforts by an aroused public 


sentiment, and this is not to be wondered at 


—because while anarchy had on several occa- 
sions raised its bloody hands in the creation 


of public disturbances it had never yet struck 


at any high official of the government. 

„ The efforts of 1894 should have been re- 
newed in subsequent Congresses, but it seems 
instead. thereof public attention was unwisely 
diverted from the immediate necessity of 
anti-anarchistic legislation to the considera- 
tion of the propriety of providing an educe- 
tional test on the admission of certain classes 
of immigrants; and consequently the subject 
of the exclusion or removal of Anarchists 
from the country was side-tracked.

he old Kansas City Timesisno more. Its 


history was unique. Not long ago it was 
absorbed by an afternoon newspaper in the 
city of its birth. One of its editors, the one 
who impressed his personality upon it, went 
ahead of it into “ the dreamless sleep.“ He 
was one of the unreconstructed ”’ who, at 
the fall of the Confederacy, rode to Mexico. 
It was a band of a thousand, and every man 
in the band had been a General, a Colonel, or 
a Major, none had been below the rank of 


Captain. 


They offered their services to Maxi- 


milian. He who later was the picturesque 
editor of the Mory,’’ Munford’s paper in 
Kansas City, had been received by Carlotta 
in the palace. He had charmed her with his 
manner, that was as gentle as her own spirit. 
He was the sort of a knight they had in the 
old days; the sort of which she had read 
at Miramar. She had hardly expected to 
tind one beyond the sea—certainily not in 
Mexico, a self-exile from his own land. 


Paper Started in 1850. 
The old Times—and there is not an old 


printer in the country, with some writers 
scattered here and there, who did not at 
some time work en the Times—was started 
in 1850. An editor from Mississippi had come 
to Kansas City toembarkin journalism. He 
found a young lawyer who had a bank ac- 
count on which he was making daily runs 
while waiting for clients. The Southern ed- 
itor had his deal well under way when two 
newspaper men from St. Leuis who had 
yought with Shelby and his picturesque war- 
riors against the government came into the 
geld.

The editors of the paper lived in a small 
bedroom off the sanctum.“ They bunked 
together. Thither gathered at night, after 
the paper had gone to press, many of the old 
confederates, at that time unreconstructed. 
They fought the battles of the war again 
over their cups. They literally fell upon the 
necks of one another. 
when the office boy made hie appearance in 
the morning, he found a bundle of humanity, 
resembling a bivouac, minus guns, in the 
bedroom. Then came, in the woods of Jack- 
son County, the old guard,“ which revived 
fétes-champetre. They came miles to wear 
the belt and spur of mimic knighthood and 
“spear,”’ for the Queen of Beauty and her 
maids of honor. The editors were the ora- 
tors after the fétes. Then came, in connec- 
tion with this revival of errantry, men upon 
whose heads there was still a price—Frank 
and Jesse James, Cole, Jim, and Bob Young- 
er, and others who had participated in the 
Lawrence massacre; who had fought in the 
brush and slept in the tall grasses of the 
prairies. They were not bold enough to come 
by day, but there were nights when they 
joined the wassail in the town. 


Begins to Control Party Politics. 


In less than a year after the first issue of 
the confederacy in Jackson 
County was preparing to mount. In less 
than eighteen months it was in the saddle. 
Saddle and boots was the slogan. It be- 
gan to get office. The Times had had no 
„ pap up to this time, save that which 
came from the Commercial Advertiser and 
from subscription. The young lawyer’s bank 
account was depleted. The candidate for 
Sheriff, Charles Dougherty, a wealthy poll- 
ticlan, bought the controlling interest, and, 
of course, Was supported in hisrun for office. 
The editorial management remained un- 
It could not have been otherwise. 
The tall was necessary to the dog—a simile 
which is not to be offensively construed. 
Dougherty and his ticket won out. The 
Times got its first official “‘pap.”’ Thus 
equipped it struck out to become the organ 
of the Confederate Democracy of the State. 
It read the riot act to the St. Louis Repub- 
It dictated to the St. Louis regency 
which had lorded State co ntions. 

The first Democratic State convention came 
after the adminis 
Gratz Brown. The Times 
candidate R. P. C. Wilson, a young lawyer, 
of Platte County, a confederate stronghold. 
The St. Louis Republican opposed Wilson 
to the finish. It supported James S. Rollins, 
an ante-bellum Democrat, whose ambition 
was to be the Benton of his party. He was a; 
giant in his time. He had waited years to be 
Governor of the State. But he was not of 
the confederate cloth. The Times finally 
withdrew its young candidate, and its forces 
rallied in support of the presiding officer of 
the convention, Silas Woodson, a Ken- 
tucklan. They used to call him the Harry 
‘Clay of Missouri.“ He was a lawyer, and 
had the sort of swing which sways the mul- 
The Times editors went to Woodson 
and he swept the convention like a prairie 
fire. The followers of Rollins huddled in one 
corner of the convention hall like the rear 
guard of a whipped and decimated army. 


Dictates Policy of State. 


From thé élection of Woodson until 1885 
the Democratic party of the State was con- 
trolled from Kansas City, and virtually so 
by the Times. The ownership of the paper, 
influenced by the editors, named most of the 
appointees of Woodson. 
after Woodson’s administration it dictated 
the Governorship. It was the sponsor of 
Frank W. Cockerel when he was first elected 
United States Senator. 
champion of George G. Vest when. he aspired 
to the seat he still holds in the Upper House 
of Congress.

Colonel A. H. Green succeeded to the owner- 
ship. Munford was an ex-confederate, and 
also cousin to one of the editors first referred 
to, ang who remained with the paper. Mun- 
ford had a fortune in his own right and was 
the favorite kinsman of his uncle, a million- 
aire bachelor lawyer, whose personality was 
striking. Morry,’’ as he was known to his 
fntimates, had come over from Kansas, 
where he had gone to practice his profession, 
but where he drifted intorealestate. Green, 
his partner in the Times, was a shrewd, cal- 
culating promoter. He soon retired from the 
paper and Munford: became sole owner. He 
at once put his publication on a metropolitan 
basis. Its method of serving the public and 
its staff were on a scale twenty-five years in 
advance of the town. He arranged for special 
fast mall trains to the capital of Kansas, to 
Leavenworth and Atchison, and to towns in 


Missouri. He invaded the territory of his 


contemporaries in two States. Having suc- 
ceeded in dictating to his party in Missouri, 
he undertook to dictate to Kansas—not to the 
Democratic party of that State, for there was 
none in Kansas worth the name. But he did 
succeed in breeding contention in the Re- 
publican party of the State. The scandal in 
connection with the re@lection of Pomeroy to 
the United States Senate, which became na- 
tional, Was in part worked out by Munford. 


Induces Frank James to Surrender. 


It was Munford’s brilliant but erratic ed- 
itor who surrendered Frank James, the ban- 
dit, to the Governor of the State, escorting 
the notorious bushwhacker through the 
streets of the State capital to the Governor’s 
mansion, where James took off his belt and 
Colt's revolvers and laid. them on the Gov- 
ernor’s desk. And then the Times demanded 
that James be given falr and impartial trials 
in the various counties in which he was in- 
dicted. It was done and’ he was acquitted. ~ 

It was Munford and his editor who, before 
this surrender, often sat in the open window 
of the Times office, on.the ground floor, and 
talked with the James boys,.who rode into 
town by night, when there were rewards or- 
fered by the State and by railroad corpora- 
tions for the capture of each. When the 
Times apologized for the bandits, as it some- 
times did in its pecullar manner, its senti- 
ments were echoed. by nearly every Demo- 
cratic newspaper in the State. 

All this was condoned at the time because 
Munford’s editor was the idol of the confed- 
erates of Missouri and because Munford gave 
a generous response to every appeal for help. 
He lived sumptuously in his mansion. From 
his door no beggar ever went his way without 
cheer and substantial. biessings from its 
beautiful. and queenly mistress. Offices, elec- 
tive and appointive, State and national, were 
demanded by Munford and his editor for 
their friends. Neither ever asked anything 


for himself. 
Munford Lost Fortune on Paper. 
Munford lavished his fortune on his paper 
and lost it. Long before be died he wes 
poor, but his friends alwaye came to his re- 
Hef. One of the banks of the city invested 
a goodly share of its capital in the journal- 


istic failure, and Munford kept his hand on 


the helm, but his editor had left him. He was 


a victim to an appetite which he could not 
master. The Times, however, continued to dio- 


tate to ite party, and o the machine in 
St. Louls.: The death of Munford’s favorite 
editor, which occurred some timeafter he quit 
the paper, occasioned State mourning. The 

ature and courts adjourned in respect 
to memory. Teo his funeral in an inland 
town hundreds went from.all parte of the 
State. The attendance included the states- 
men, jurists, lawyers, ministers, and editors 
of nearly every newspaper in the State. No 
such funeral was ever before known in Mis- 
souri. 

After Munford’s money was wasted, and 
that of his friends, his bachelor uncle 
vested the last of his fortune to rescue the 
paper. But the blight had come upon it. 
Kansas City had been smitten by panic. 
Munford died, and the old paper staggered 
like a dismasted ship. First one coterte and 
then another tried to resuscitate it, but each 
was, more disastrous than the other. And so 
at last. with the remnants of a brilliant if 
injudicious record cHnging to it, it fell into

In an interview te- 
day he adds to his recent expressions as fol- 


| lows: 


In his encyclical on the condition of la- 
bor his Holiness Pope Leo XIII. says: 

To remedy these evils the Socialiste,- 
working on the poor man’s erivy of the rich; 
eudeavor to destroy private property, ang 
maintain that the individual possessions 
should become the common property of all, 
to be administered by the state or by mu- 
nicipal bodies. They hold that by thus trans 
ferring property from private persons to the 
community the present evil state of things 
will be set to rights, because each citizen 
will then have his equal share of whatever 
there is to enjoy. “ses 

Socialist Theories Futile. 

But their proposals are so clearly futile 
for all practical purposes that if they were” 
carried out the workingman himself would 
de among the-first.to suffer. Moreover, thay 
are emphatically unjust, because they woul@ 
rob the lawful possessor, bring the state intp 
a sphere that is not its own, and cause com 
plete. confusion in the community.’ on 

Taking these words of the Sovereign Pon 
tiff as a guide, let us briefly consider the 
condition of the workingman. As a rational 
and a social being he has an innate right 
„Ute, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness’; 
a right to self-improvement and to the 6 
velopment and perfecting of his facuities; 
whether in the department of knowledge oF 
of virtue. * 

“ Food, clothing, the shelter of a home, 
occupation—in a word, the ordinary adjuncts 
of civitization—ealt come within the com- 
pass of this natural right. Indeed, without 
such facilities, man would gradually lapse ~ 
to the precarious condition of nomadic Ife, 
like the children of the forest, and to a state 
more or less of perpetual uncertainty, of 
want and of misery. 


Rights to Hold Property. 

Now this right of cultivating and develop- 
ing ones faculties brings with it the possession: 
of personal and permanent property, for the’ 
reason that otherwise the attempt at self 
improvement would be hampered at every 
step, if not rendered entirely vain and in- 
operative. 

“Think of our attempting our present social 
life if we had not a fixed habitation and the 
countless appliances which our civilised 
habits require! Who, for instance, would till 
the soil, or care for the growing crops, unless 
he also firmly expected to reap the harvest? 
What man of ordinary prudence would not 
wish to make some provision against a season 
of distress, against sickness, or old age? 

„Hence, it is not sufficient to have the 
means of labor, or acquiring a livelihood for 
the moment only; but there is likewise needed: 
the element of stability, that one may reason- 
ably provide for the future: Hence perma- 
nent ownership. 

“In fact, a man gives the sweat of his 
brow or yields the fruit of his Intellect that 
he may receive some recompense in return 
and may dispose of this at his discretion.

It is precisely in this power of disposal,’ 
says Leo XIII., ‘that ownership consists, 


goods. Hence,” he continues, the Social- 
ists, in endeavoring to transfer the posses- 
sions of individuals to the community, strike 
at the interests of every wageearner, for 
they deprive him of the liberty of disposing 
of his wages, and thus of all hope and possi- 
bility of increasing his stock and of bettering 
his condition of life.’ a 

One of the strongest incentives to labor 
is the hope of acquiring a competency and 
reasonable comforts for one’s self and of 
those who may be depéndent upon such ex- 
ertions. In the socialistic state the laborer 
loses this most powerful stimulus, because 
all his gains pass not to his own account 
but to the common treasury. 

In this city, for instance. if all were 
Socialists, each of the 4,000,000 inhabitants 
would contribute a four-millionth part to thé 
common fund, and, other things being equal, 
would be entitled to a four-millionth part of 
the entire proceeds; certainty not a glittering 

for personal ambition, nor the most 
empting inducement in the world.” *

With such an education it can hardly be 
wondered that she was singularly unfitted 
to become the wife of the present Duke of 
| Avyaray, who had been brought up by his 
parents in the most strict fashion, and who 
has a strong bent towards religion and piety. 
From the start things went wrong, and in 
1892 the Marquis, who has since become a 
Duke, was forced to apply for a divorce. 
The French newspapers at the time were 
filied with the detaile of her extravagance, 
which included among other items near 
$50,000 worth of underwear purchased within 
six months. A few years ago she sued her 
husband for the guardianship of her eon, a 
boy of about 12 years of age. But the 
French courts, after reviewing the case, 
denied her claims. : 

There was a good deal of notoriety in con- 
nection with the suit, and it was this which 
was largely responsible for her abandoning 
the name of Marquise d’Avaray, and to cali 
herself instead the Princess de Montglyon, 
which, according to her story, was at one 
time borne dy her father’s family—that is 
to say, several hundreds of years ago.

It 
is impossible under the circumstances to 
reconcile this attitude of the foreign diplo- 
matic corps at Pekin with the doctrine that 
envoys are officials delegated for the express 
purpose of maintaining friendly relations be- 
tween the country which they represent and 


and that they form part and parcel 
entourage and court of the ruler of the coun- 


try in which they are stationed. 


The old Marchioness of Lothian, whore 
death has just taken place at Blicking Hall, 
the one time home of Queen Anne Boleyn, 
was a fervent Catholic, and was so devout 
that she insisted upon making a pilgrimage 
to Rome for the express purpose of obtain- 
ing the permission of the late Pope to occupy 
her home, New Battle Abbey, which must 
not be confounded with the Battle Abbey 
which was formerly the home of Lord Rowe- 
bery’s mother, the late Duchess of Cleveland. 

New Battle Abbey, the principal country 
seat of the Marquis of Lothian, is situated 
near Edinburg, and is built on the site, and 
of the actual stone of the famous Cistercian 
abbey erected and gifted by King David I. 
to the white monks six centuries ago. 

A good many people, Protestants as well 
as Catholics, are superstitious about residing 
in what was once church property, and the 
late Lady Lothian, fearing that misfortune 
might overtake her children, unfolded her 
scruples on the subject to Pius IX. 

Sta tranquilla, figlia mia (Do not worry, 
my daughter), was the reply of the kindly 
old Pontiff. 

But Lady Lothian’s apprehensions were 
only set at rest by the receipt of a document 
bearing the sign manual of Pius IX. author- 
izing her and her children to occupy their 
Scottish home in peace. The papal permit is 
still treasured at New Battle Abbey, and 
is preserved in the same case which contains 
one of the most venerable archives of the 
house—namely: the original deed confirming 
the grant of New Battle by King David to 
the Cistercian monks. 7

the other day, is said to be still haunted by 
the ghost of Queen Anne Boleyn, the de- 
capitated consort of King Henry VIII. She 
is said to roam about the grand staircase, 
and at midnight to ride through the grounds, 
holding her head in her lap, in a coach drawn 
by four headless. steeds and driven by a 
coachman.

Grain Speculation Heavier. 

The feature of the grain markets last week 
was a broadening of general speculative in- 
terest, especially in wheat. There was a 
large increase in the volume of the commis- 
sion trade, an indication that the general 
public was becoming impressed with the be- 
lief. that this important cereal, the founda- 
tion of the staff of life, was going begging 
at bargain counter prices. As a result of the 
new blood in the market local bulls were 
given more courage and there was a net ad- 
vance of 2%c for the week, closing prices 
being a shade under the best figures, but up 
2u%c from those of the previous Saturday. 
The advance would doubtless have been more 
material but for heavy liquidation by hold- 
ers, who had been carrying their burden for 
u long time and were glad of an opportunity 
to get out whole, or with a small profit. One 
of the main factors in the advance was an 
increasing’ appreciation of the extent to 
which wheat is being fed to animals in the 
Southwest, where sales by farmers have fall- 
en to a low point. This substitution for high 
priced coarse grains has been practiced also 
to some extent in the Northwest, where there 
is a good deal of low grade spring wheat, and 
the government station advises its use for 
feed. The exportation of wheat to Mexico, 
which country has temporarily taken off its 
duty, and further cemplaints of actual and 
probable damage to the new winter crop be- 
cause of dry weather in the Southwest were 
among other domestic factors which facili- 
tated the advance. Equally potent was the 
continuing evidence that Europe will be a 
large consumer of American breadstuffs. 
Exports centinue large, 60 per cent or more 
of the total world’s shipments each week 
coming from this country, while since July 
1 our exports have reached the unprecedent- 
ed total of 112,000,000 bu. Yet there has 
been no accumulation of stocks on the other 
side, showing that consumption has been on 
a large scale and the draft on American 
supplies must continue large. The Franco- 

kish wur scare was a temporary bull 
factor, and the Broomhall estimate that 
Argentina’s exportable surplus next year 
would be only 167,000,000 bu also helped. 
There were some warning voices, claims that 
values were inflated, because of a seeming 
bull in the export engagements and because 
of the larger primary receipts, 1,600,000 bu 
larger for the week than those of last year. 
It is claimed Northwest receipts would be 
much larger, but for shortage in cars and the 
large movement ef flax. On the other hand, 
a favorite bull argument is based on the light 
weight of the spring wheat in the Northwest, 
it being urged that the 200,000,000 bu cred- 
ited to the three States is worth no more 
than 180,000,000 bu of an average yield in 
flour production, being 10 per cent light in 


weight. 
Corn Shares Advance. 

Corn had an equal advance with wheat, 
but did not hold quite so well, profit taking 
being on a portentous scale, a number of 
large and well-held lines going over on the 
20 advance. Closing prices showed gains 
of 1%c to 1%-%c. The small Western move- 
ment, light receipts at this market, and 
higher premiums paid by the South and 
Southwest were among the chief bull fac- 
tors, while Liverpool followed the upturn 
here and displayed a willingness to increase 
purchases on this side. Continental buyers 
were also more eager, and seaboard sales the 
last day of the week were put at the sur- 
prising total of 500,000 bu. 

Oats shared in the general grain advance, 
helped not only by an increased outside 
speculative interest, but also by a keen con- 
sumptive demand from all sections of the 
country, fhe nearby futures gaining much 
more than the deferred. November advanced 
24, December 2%, and May only 1%, a 
number of long speculative lines being liqui- 
dated. The big Patten May holding is still 
the market feature, the American Cereal 
company, long active on the bull side, ap- 
parently having sold out and gone heavily

Trade Conditions Decidedly Active. 

Wholesale houses in many lines are report- 
ing a good deal of difficulty in filling coun- 
try orders. The delay is more noticeable in 
fabrics than in other branches of the trade, 
manufacturers of woolen goods being es- 
pecially pressed for early deliveries. From 
practically all ‘sections of the country the 
demand for winter apparel is in excess of 
the manufacturers’ ability to create the 
output. Local manufacturers are handi- 
capped somewhat in getting materials from 
Eastern factories. One cause of the delay 
is said to be the more elaborate construc- 
tion that fashion has recently dictated. Prices 
on all fabrics remain steady and the demand 
excellent. all along the line. The conditions 
of activity apply also to raw material, the 
Eastern business in wool being reported the 
largest for many weeks. Buyers are in the

in the spring? There doesp't seem to be any 
satisfactory answer. The same is true if we 
seek to explain many of the customs of pub- 
lishers. The trade is a mysterious one, which 
disregards most of the rules which make for 
success in other trades. . 

It is a pity that some enterprising publisher 
does not try the plan of publishing a certain 
number of books every month without the 
least regard to seasons. There must be men 
who are occasionally seized, even in July 
and February, with the desire to read some- 
thing new. The first publisher who under- 
takes to gratify this desire will probably find 
profit therein. Certainly it will be contrary 
to the laws of trade to expect that the pub- 
lication of an enormous quantity of books at 
one and the same season fs the best possible 
method of conducting the publishing busi- 
ness. In no other trade is it thought wise to 
overstock the market with a supply tenfold 
greater than any possible demand. Not a 
fifth part of the books published at this sea- 
son can find a place on the innumerable 
bookstands of the Smiths, and it is generally 
believed that a book which the Smiths do not 
place on their stands has little chance of 
success. I seriously believe that a new nove) 
published next July would have a far better 
chance of becoming known and read than it 
would have if published among the hundreds 
of new novels that are appearing just at 
present. ‘ 

— 

We have a woman publisher among us. 
She has just begun business and promises 
to introduce some new methods that will 
make the male publishers sit up, Here 
is her chance to display originality and en- 
terprise. Let her refuse to publish any 
book except in the months of March, Feb- 
ruary, July, August, and September. By 
so doing she will avoid all rivalry with the 
other publishers, who will of course stick 
to the ancient rule of publishing only in 
the spring and autumn. Then, too, if she 
wishes to be eminently original she ht 
undertake to make her cients familiar with 
the exact state of their accounts with her 
firm. It would interést most authors to re- 
ceive from their publishers a sworn and 
itemized statement of the exact cost of pro- 
ducing their books and placing them on the 
market. At present this is something that 
no author can find out. True, the publish- 
ers announce their willingness that he should 
inspect their books, but inasmuch as such 
an inspection would teach him nothing the 
privilege is not of much value. There is a 
great opportunity for the new woman pub- 
lisher, for she is not tramméled by male 
traditions, ‘and she naturally wants to show 
the superiority of a woman publisher. I 
expect something startling from the descent 
of women into the publishing field, and 
shall watch ‘the ways of the wom- 
an publisher with interest. There is a 
new attempt to provide the public with a 
Spectator at the price of one penny. The 
experiment has been tried before, but has 
not succeeded. That, however, does not 
prove that it will not succeed this time. 
The new paper, the Week’s Survey, appears 
to be modeled somewhat upon the Speaker, 
the well known Liberal weekly. At all events, 
it is to be of the same political shade. This 
does not seem to be precisely the best possi- 
ble time for establishing a new Liberal paper, 
for the Liberal party is in rather a worse

They were lined up to prevent Father Crow- 
ley brushing past and walking to a pew near 
the altar, as he did the Sunday before. 

„Tou cannot go up in front today,” he 
was informed. 

“ Why not?" he asked, insurprisedtones. — 

*“Stmply because those are my instruc- 
tions,” an usher replied. . 

Father Crowley entered a side aisle and 
sat down in a pew five rows from the rear, 
and the services proceeded without inter- 
ruption. The only reference to the visitor 
came during the sermon, which was deliv- 
ered by Father Frank O’Brien. He did not 
mention the name of the excommunicated 


the devil, and when any man scandalizes his 
neighbor he is guilty of acrime. The Cath- 
olle Church has suffered more from attacks 
from its own members than from all the on- 
slaughts that have been made upon it by 
outsiders.

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Manufacturers’ Association Committee 


Leaves for Springfield Tonight to 
Appear Before Equalizers. 


A committee from the Illinois Manufact- 
urers’ association will leave for Springfield 
this evening to protest against the announced 
determination of the State Board of Equalisa - 
tion to tax the capital stock of corporations 
in accordance with the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court. The committee will repre- 
sent $50,000,000 invested in manufacturing 
enterprises in Ilinols. The members will ap- 
pear before the Committee on Capital Stock 
of the State Board of Equalization tomorrow 
morning. Secretary Glenn of the association 
said: ‘‘ Many of the manufacturing concerns 
in Cook County are at present taxed by the 
Board of Assessors for the full amount of 
their capital stock, and it would be manifestly 
unfair to add to their burden. The framers 
of the revenue law never contemplated that 
manufacturing corporations should be taxed 
twice on the value of their capital stock.”
